Ox Ssturday morning a very shocting accident happered at 
Preston to a breaksman, named t'homas Alcock, who lived at Man- 
chester.

They bad their backe turned towards the engine, which 
was moving, but they did not observe this oireumsianoo Ina 
moment or two after wards, the waggons came forward, and kuooked 
both men down Alcock was thrown right across the metals, and 
about a dozen of the waggons ran over bis left erm and Jeg, and 
podomen. The poor fellow was asíally mutilated. Inspector 
Ferguson, who fell betwen the reils, seized one of the ooupling 
chatus, and held thereby until the waggons came to a standstill. 
When assi;tauce arrived, it was found that he had escaped almost 


uninjured. On Saturday afternoon an inquest was held on the 
b dy of Alcock. The jury returned a verdict of accidental 
de th. 

VERY di tressing instance of suicido took placo on Saturday, 


about a quarter of a mile ‘rom the Taunton Station, on the Bristol 
and Ever Railway. A gon'leman named Spooner, a London 
acoonn vt, had veen staying with bis wife for some time in 
Taunton, t the house of his wife's relations On Saturday morn- 
ing they left bome together t^ go to the market, on nearing which 
Mrs Spooner, who was thirty-five years of age, told her husband 
that sho wished to go and visit her auut, who lived near the rail- 
way, and lefc him for that purpose. The lady was observed to go 
to the railway, where she went upon & foot-bridge which crosses 
the line, and stood for ten minates silently looking up the road. 
The train from Exeter, whioh reaches Taunton at ten minutes past 
eleven, was coming up, when she descended to the liue, took off her 
bon: et and some other articles of dreze, then stepped deliberately 
on to the line, and stood bowivy ker brad against the approaching 
train She was stricken t» the ground dead and terribly mutilated 
The train, whioh was golog almost at full speed was stopped së 
e ou as posible and the guard ran back to where the lady Isy, but 
assirtanco was of no avail Mrs Spooner bas left a large family of 
children, and the ouly es planation whioh has been a signed for the 
fatal step she took ie that after the birth of each of her children 
she has been subject to extraordinary fiis of nervous excitement, 
durir g which ehe has frequently taken uuetplained aud eccentric 
resolutions

EXTRAORDINARY CASE OF LOVE AND SUICIDE 


On Monday Mr George Rioherds, the deputy coroner for Middl sex 
he'd au iuquest at the Lord Nelecu Tavern, Witeohapel-road, re- 
specting the death of David Hemmings, aged tweo!y-one years, who 
committed epioido under the following eu gun stances :— 

David Hemmings, of Rotherhithe, a lighterman, said that the 
deceased wes hie son, ard was potman to Mr Edmund Gilbert, the 
proprietor of the above-named tavern. The deocased had been & 
very dull young maa, aad witness could not tell the cause of the 


&ct. 

Margaret O'Keefe, servant to Mr. Gilbert, said that she had only 
known the decsssed since he had been in bis situation. She believed 
it was about seven weeks. Latterly decessed had been very low- 
spirited, bat he never made any complaint as to the cause. He bad 
& pbot graph which be showed to witness, end she saw it was the 
likeness of a young woman. Witness asked him if it was the female 
who had recently had a child. He replied “Yes; ' but he said tbo 
child wes mot bie, aud ho burnt the likences. Witnese did not 
boliove that the likeness was intended for tho yourg woman who 
used to esll und see hin. On Wednesday morning week the de- 
ceased was very dull, and would not give out hig washiog as usnal. 
He hed often told witness thatif he got married to tho young women 
4« per week would net keep them. Ou Thursday morning we ek, 
between eleven and twelve o'clock, deoesged came into the kitoben 
avd was voy low, and ho said '' Well, thie ia all through the girls.’ 
Witness sail “Cheer up. there aro more girle than cue” The 
deceased left the 100m. bat ele did not eateh the answer. The 
dec-ted bad Da aud his board aud lodging per week. 

George West, formerly putoa to Mr. Gilbert, stated that he saw 
thé d. ceased on She following Monday, when be reoeived his wages, 
and west with him to his fs:ber'o honge, where he asked for some 
pictures, but hë 'óotf$ wes. go, aud deorased went alone. On the 
Vbursday morning decvased was very despondiog, and witness 
helped him to wash up his pots. Aftsrwarda wituess left bim iu 
the po'-house, and upon returning about twelve o'clock he found 
him lying upon a beneh as if &ileep, but on speaking to him wit- 
ness found that deceased hed 8 rope round his neck, aud bat fallen 
from a beam to which he bad fastened it. Dr. William Godfrey, of 
the Mount, Whitec: apel, wes called, and he pronounced life ex- 
tinct No letters were found on the deneased. 

Dr. William Godfrey said that he found life extinct, and took 
the rope off deceased's neck. The rope bad broken by a fall of 
elevan ínohes. Deceased had stood upon a block of wood. The 
cause of death was strangulation by hanging. Tho body was 
quite warm when he arrived. 

Doross Straban, a young woman who resided at No. 4 Park- 
road, Bew-oommon, a tsilorees, said thet she had known the 
deceased about two years. He was not oourting her, but he had 
been criminally convested with her. The child she had in her 
arms did not belosg to the deceased, and she never bad any angry 
worde with . They were going to be married three weeks 
since but deceased had not suffücicent money. ihe banns were 
never put up, but they had put the ceremony off for & short time as 
he had paid his last 10s. to his Forestara' court. The deceased was 
in pecuniary difficulties, and he was low spirited when she last saw 
him on the Wednesday after he had been disappointed by his 
mother. Bhe had never given her Hkeness to him, but he had 
given ber the photograph of a former gswestheart, whioh he told her 
to break up or give it to the child to play with.

FRANCE 

The presence of British pick pockets in Paris continues, although 
the French authorities, when they get hold of them, punish these 
gentlemen with merited severity A we'l-dressed young English- 
man, who gave the name of Frederick King, was tried by the 
Tribunal of Correctional Police on & charge of picking pockets at 
the Paris Station of the Vincennes Railway. A young woman de- 
posed that when leaving the station, in the midst of & great crowd, 
she put her hand into her pocket to protect her purse, and in so 
doing it came in contact with that of the prisoner. Finding that 
her purse, c -ntaining 9f. (78.), was gone, she instantly seized him 
by the arm and held him, notwitbstandiog bis violent resistance, 
till other persons came to her aid and secured bim. As the purse 
was not found on the prisoner, it is supposed he passed it to an 
accomplice. The prisoner protested bis innocence, but the tribunal 
declared the charge proved, aud condemned bim to two years’ im- 
prisonment aud five yeara’ surveillance. 

The Constitutionnel commenting on the appointment of Marshal 
M'Mahon to the Government of Algeria, passes & high eulogium 
on that officer, declaring him to be one of the most brilliant perseni- 
fi sations ot the French army under Napuleon LL it remarks, 
on the date of his nes appointment, tbe bth of September :— 

"Anniversary of the day upon which nine years ego, General 
M'Mahon, by the osptare of the Malakoff, added to our military his- 
tory one of ita most brilliant pages. |t was on that memorable dey, 
at (be supreme moment, that ha pronoanced those wor la whieh the 
soldier etill remembers and will long repeat :—' Go and tell General 
Pelissier not to forget, if we are blown up, to have the ruins ocou- 
pied immediately.” We are acquaiuted with no more brilliant ex- 
ample of coolness and heroism.” 


DENMARK. 

A pamphlet has appeared at Copenhagen attributed to the 
brother-in-law of Kiug Christian, containing amongst other things 
the following description of a ecene between Christian 1X aud 
M Mourad on the evening of the day on which the Ministry ro- 
signed :— 

^ The King received at daybreak from hia envoy at Paris, Count 
Moltke, a telegram in the following terms :—* All is lost, the Em- 
peror will do nothing more for us.’ There was to be on that day 
a Oabinet Courcil at one o'clock ; but Christian IX bad not patience 
to wait to express what he felt, and instantly sent for M. Monrad. 
The latter, se-iug the extreme emotion of the King, turned pale on 
entering the cahinet. ‘See where you have led us, said the Prince 
with suppressed fury, handing to him the telegram ; ‘we are on 
the brink of an abyss; your counsels have lost me my last anchor 
of safety ; all is lost if 1 do not iustantly change my Ministry, 
‘Sach, also, is my opinion, sire, eaid M Monrad in the calmest 
tone ‘It ia not I who can conclude the only peace which it may 
be vet possible to obtain? “And if you had not been at the bead 
of affairs,’ cried the aged Count Charles Moltke, who was present 
a. the intervio”, ‘euch a peace had never been possible.’ 
M. Monrad, without noticing the iuterruption, bowed his head to 
t'e Kirg saying, ‘Your Mojesty will do what you deem necessary 
for ‘he safety of the Bta'e, which has been my guide also iu oll 
my acts; we wil retire’ At these words tho King buret 
out iu & vehement tone, heard even to the ant chamber, * You wiil 
retire now, after haviog consummated the ruin of the kingdom and 
deprived ne of my most besa itul proviuces. Your fatal work is 
accomplished ; the shame falla on me, and you dare to represent 
yourself yet as t'e saviour of tho State This is too much!’ 
During this explosion of anger M. Monrad preserved an icy im- 
passibility. When it was over he said, ' History will one day 
jadye me; T have done my daty, and when (looking fixedly at 
Dount Moltke) the gonëcience is clear there is nothing to dread.’ 
He then saluted $be King and withdrew” Both M. Monrad and 
M. Hall believed ta the last in foreign assistance 

When Alsen was taken, it is relaied, Count Moltke bastened to 
Vichy, but reaeived from the Emperor Napoleon only this reply :— 
“You have rejeated all my friendly advioe; take now the conse- 
queneas of yonr deluded obstinaoy. 1 cannet mix myself up avy 
wore with your affairs."

THE PRACTICAL GARDENER.

Wira the egseption pë en occasional shower, rain still keeps off, 
end we ape atill veterded in the general 
GARDENING OPERATIONS FOR THE WEEK. 

KircuEN GARDEN —Tbis should be the time for planting out 
the last crop ot broccoli, a foot and a half or two feet apart; also 
getting in plenty of main by së of cabbage the same distance apart, 
tbough, to economise space, double rows may be planted, and every 
other one thinned in the gpiiog. Plants of the August sowing 
should be pricked out into nuraery beds tbree or four inches apart 
Cauliflowers shouid be tyepted in the sa ne way, and well watered 
daring this dry weather. Do not earth np celerg too much, 
as freedom of, foliage ghould be allowed; but when the opera- 
tion is performed, the plants should be carefally closed round 
the stalk with the hend. Corn salad, excellenc fur the winter, 
should be sown in drills eix inches apart. Cat down the de- 
cayed flowers, and elear beds from weeds of aromatic herbs. If en 
increase is required, divide the roots, and the tops dried for keeping 
Bow additiousl onions to stand the winter. Potatoes, if not 
already dug, should be got up at once, for should rain come, a 
second growth would be the result, and flavour deteriorated. Pro- 
cred to collect stable aung for mushroom beda, picking out all long 
straw and litter. Keep the same in a dry shed, and turn the dun, 
over every three or four days till the rank steam is passed away; it 
will then be ready for spawn. 

Fruir Garpen.—Oontinue to give vines the benefit of sun to 
ripen the fruit, by removing ell unnecessary or ill-placed shoots 
Out away late efter-shoots of wall or espalier trees, or any that 
overtop or extend sideways beyond their regular bounds. 

FLOWER GARDEN —Stimulate goraniums, verbenas, potunias, &c , 
with a little menure water, in order to prolong their flowering algu 
remove all seed pods. Continue to put in cottinga of all the shoise 
sorts of bedding-out plants, and pot off all that are rooted. Finie* 
planting b ennials aud perennials soon in tho spring. Plant snow- 
drops, crocusea, narciasi, aud other early spring bulbs. Put in cut- 
tings of calceolarias; they do best in a cold frame, and will easily 
keep through the winter. Transplant aud remodel shruhberies 
where necessary. Hemove wild branches of rose stocks to en- 
courage the stariing buds.

SHOCKING AND MYSTERIOUS AFFAIR IN CHELSEA.— 
DEATH OF TWO FEMALES FROM STARVATION. 


Grgar excitement prevails iu Chelsea about a painful case which 
has just been brought to light. ‘Tro sisters who had seen better 
days beve mot with uptimely ceatha through the want of proper 
sostenence. Three weeks ego, a man between thirty and forty 
years of age, and whe then gave the name of Selby, took an un- 
furnished front room on the first floor at No. 4, Durham-street, 
Chelsea, at the rate of three shillings aud sixpence per week, as he 
alleged for the oooupanoy of two of bis maiden sistors, but in 
reality it turned out elterwarde that tho room was hired for himself 
and three sisters From that time to tha present nothing was seen 
of the deceased by any persons in tle house, aud even the sur- 
viving sister and brother appear to have lived in a most secluded 
mauner, as they were rover heard except at night. Che stench 
whioh latterly came from the room was #0 great that the landlord 
attributed it to the dicty habita of hie new lodgers, and determined 
to see Selby, but rever could do so until Friday morning week, 
when coming home from breakfast, Selby then told Matthews that 
he was in great trouble, that ene of his sisters had died on the 
previous Monday at ten o'clock, gad that he did not know what to 
do, as he conld not get an order for their burial without a doctor's 
certificate. He asked Mr. Matthews not to tell Mrs. Matthews or 
anybody else about the affair ; bnt of course Mr. Matthews felt it 
his duty to take some gteps in the matter, and communicated the 
facts of the case to his wife, requesting her, as he was compelled to 
resume his work, to cali upon Mr. Green, the coroner's officer, 
which mandate sho lost no time in obeying. 

Phe coroner's officer arrived in the afternoon, aud accom nied 
by Mrs. Matthews proceeded to the room, whioh was locked inside, 
«nd an intimation that if the door was not unfastened it would be 
foreed open gsived them admission. A sad spectacle presented 
iteelë. Stretched before them lay the dead bodies of two females in 
suoh a state of decomposition that maggots were upon them, and 
they resembled akeletona covered with green tissue more than 
human bodies. Both were naked, with the of a chemise ; 
one was stretched out on an iron bedetead with web sacking, and 
the other lay on the floor, crouched up like a dog in one corner of 
the room. The only other articles of furniture were two chairs. 

An inquest was held at the Surprise Tavern, Ohrist Oburch-ter- 
race, on Saturday, by Mr. Bird, deputy coroner.

These fesrë were mi laat act at ret by a telegram from Bandy 
Hook on Weduesdsy wveuiug, the 24h ult, about six o'clock, 
announcing that the Victoria was then entering the lower bay. 
The detectives were immediate!y on the alert, and fically their 
patience was rewardel by the appesranco of the vessel off the 
Qaarantine Station at Siaten Island. The hea'th officer, Dr 
Bwinbourne, immediately weut on board, ecoompauied by Ollivore 
Tieman aud Ciark, luspeviora Tauner aud. Kerreasey remaining on 
shore. As soon as the officers were introduced to Oaptalu 
Champion, he said he krew what was their objeot, and that thoy 
wanted to get a man of tbe name of Muiler; aud added, “I am 
very glad you have come on board; it bag bien a great burlen on 
my mind, but now you aro here you can take charge of him.” 

Captain Champion theu, as a ruse, ordered the stecrago pyszengcrs 
to come aft to be examined by tne doctor; and a'ter several names 
had been called aud duly ane wered, Frauz Muiler's name was called. 
He came forward, aud was told to go down into the cabio, where 
he was immediately seized by the officer, who at onze oommenosd 
to search him. He seemed greatly agitated, and said, ** Wuat ia i? 
what is it?” And on being told that he was arrested on the charge 
of having murdcred Mr. Briggs, tura» d ghastly white Soon, bosr- 
ever, he recovered himself, and said, ^ I did not do it, aud I cau 
provo that 1 was not there «t all.” 

It seems that immediately ou the pilot roaohing tbo vessel, ho 


informed Captain Onampivn of tho supposed identity of Muller with 2 


the murderer of Mr. Prigge, end, ns iustructed, desired him to seo 
that he did notescape. Thercupou, the captain detailed the second 
mate of the vessel to keep hlaller uuder his immediate aurveillanco, 
though without, if possible, exciting bia suapivions that such was 
the case. This the mate did, but as the vessel came near the light 
ship, an exou:sion boat came alongside, and seeing the name of the 
vessel, some person shouted out " How aro you, Muller, the mnr- 
derer?" Fortunately, however, ncne hut some of the cabin pas- 
sengers seem to have heard this at tho stern of the vessel, and as 
for Muller, he at the time was on the gangway, in the act of going 
low, and appeared to be in complete ignoranco of what was 
said. 

The captain, however, to gnard against the possibility of his 
haviog hewrd it, aud in cousequencs Jumping overboard, had the 
boat got ready to be lowered instantly, should he attempt to escape 
in this way. At the Quarantine Station there was some little delay 
in the appearance of the boarding party; and so anxious had Cap- 
tain Champion become, and so fearful of the possible escape of his 
prisoner, that ho had determined to put bim in irons at once ; and, 
putting a revolver in his pocket, he called the mate, and was giviog 
orders for Muller's seizare, when the healih officor and thu de- 
tectives came on board. 

As soon as the arrest and eearoh were finished, his trunk was 
opened, and in it, sewed up in a piece of chamois leather, was the 
missing watch of Mr. Briggs, with the orystel broken, and also a 
black silk hat marked “ Digance, hatter,” proving conclusively that 
it was the one once worn by Mr. Briggs These things were seized 
by Bergeent Clarke, who asked Mailer how long Le had had the 
hat, and he replied, “ Twelve months," and in reply to a similar 
question about the watch, “ Two years.” This hat had evidently 
been worn by him during the voyage when on deck, as he had no 
other—not even a cap, and one was borrowed for him by the officer 
to go on shore in. He was kept on board the whole night, during 
the first part of which he seemed somewhat agitated and in deep 
thought, frequently rising sud and pacing tho cabin; but 
during the latter part of it he elept soundiy. 

In the morning, when off Castle Garden, the ship was bosrded 
by Inspector who asked Muller what had become of the 
ring he recelved with the chain from Mr. Death, and he replied 
that it had been taken from him. Tanner then askcd if the etone 
was $ red one, and he said, " No, white.” A number of steerage 

engers were then called down into the csbin and Maller placed 

n their midst, and Mr. Death, the jeweller, who had accompanied 

Tanner, was brought down into the cabin and asked to point out

He 
also referred to a murder committed on au Amcriosn vessel by 
pirates and murderers who eacaped tv Liverp ol, and the case 
was adjourned from month to month, and the British Government 
declined to give up the prisoners. Ancther feature in the present 
0480 was that no fluding of a oororer's iuguest had been produced, 
bat if the documents showed that a case cl murder had baen made 
out his Honour's du'y wes clear; but if the caso waa one of man- 
slaughter it did not fell within the treaty of 1842. His client as- 
serted his innocence of the charge, and he thought the court ought 
to grant a postponement. 

Mr. Marbury «aid it waa not his Honour's duty to try the guilt 
or ionocenoe of the prisoner; but to asogríain if ¡hero was sufficient 
evidence ta justify the oommittal of the prisoner to the Eoglish 
suthcritia — He cid not wish to asy anything harsh against the 
unfortunate man, but the case seemed so plain that the court coyld 
not refuse to sand tha prisoner beak to Mogland, where he would 
have a fair triel g to the law of the land. 

Mr. Blaukman maintained that the question was one of guili— 
that was a preliminary question. Was it probable the prisoner wes 
guilty ? de së & German, and his fall» s-oitizeng of America 
were interested in justice being dane to him. Is was not a qnet- 
tion whether Mr. Beward should touch his bell and isenä o: dere 
that the accused be spirited away secretly aud wi:Lout the forma of 
law ; bat the rights of tho prieouer were to bo guarded, and henoo 
his demand for postponement. 

His Honour did not think the interes! of the prisoner would suffer 
it he rofn:ed the application. 

Mr. Schaffer then moved for prisoner's discharge, argning that 
there were insuperable objections to his detention. ‘Tho law must 
deem him innooent, end if he declared his intention of becoming 
a citizen, the shield of the country would be thrown over him, and 
there was, in his opinion, a sublimity in tb» ecdden awakening of 
England to revenge the blood of ove of its cliizens He convi?ered 
the treaty to be a violation of the corstitutivr. He then reviewed 
the evidence against tho prisoner, and contended that accused was 
not one of the t vo men who entered the railway oariiage with Mr. 
Brigge, and that there was no evidence to detain him. 

Mr. Blankman called Irs»cctor Tenner, who deposed: I have 
seen Franz Muller. I should judge him to be five feet six inches 
He has no beard  I should think he never had any. I do not call 
him a tall thin man, nor a thicket man. He has no whiskers, nor 
any signs of having ever had any. 

This closed the case for the defones. 

Mr. Marbary said it was never a question for the courts to decido 
whether a treaty be in forc» or rot; that was the prerogative of the 
executive The question was whether tho evidence was sufficient 
to justify his Honour, as committing magistrate, in holding prisoner 
for trial. Tbe cvidence went to sow that Mr. B igge entered tio 
railway carriage, and a few minutes afterwards was found moaning 
on tbe track suffering from wou:ds in the kend, from which ho 
died on that same night. Muller was absent from bis lodzivgs and 
his nsnal lodgioga. Iu the compartment of the railway car was 
found a hat known and proved to have belcnged to Muller. Mr. 
Brizge's hat was gone, and when the prisorer was arrested at bat 
similar to Mr Briggs'a was found in his possession. A watch and 
chain belouging to Mr. Briggs were missing, and two days after 
the murder Muller went to Mr Death’s and exchaaged a chain 
answering the description of Mr. Brigzs, and Mr. Death posiively 
identified the prisoner as the man who exchanged the chain. He 
was also fu:ly identified by Matthews. In regard to Mr. Lee's testi- 
mony concerning the two men secn in the same compartment wizt 
Mr. Briggs, there was nothing to show that the ssme two men re- 
mained there or in the train after it started. There seemed on the 
whole to be abundance of proof that Muller was the murderer. 
Mr. Marbury 2»ncluded by saying the chain of evidence was cora- 
plete, not a link wanting to connoct the prisoner wiih the com- 
mission of the crime with which he was charged, and called upon 
the commissioner to grant the necessary certitizate of extradi:ion in 
order that the case might undergo investigation ia England. 

Commissioner Newton then delivered bis decision. He said: My 
simple duty in this caso is to determine whether there is sufficient 
evidence to enable me to remand the prisoner that he may have an 
oppcrtunity of being tried where the crime was committed, 
and there prove his innocence, or if guilty b» punished. 
It is not necessary for me to determine absolutely his 
guiit The [eme to determine is, has the crime been 
committed? If go, ia there a probable cause from the evidence to 
sbow that the party accused ia the one who committed the crime 2 
My daty is simple and plain. I do not desire to sit in judgment 
over this man ; far be it from me. I wish it were in my power to 
discover a trace of innocence to justify me in withholding the cer i- 
ficate of extradition, but I am free to say all the circumstances 
point fatally to the prisoner as the guilty man. Bo clear and dis- 
tinct is the question of probable cause that I cannot for one moment 
have a doubt as to the proper courae to be pursued Under these 
circumstances I am constrained to grant the certificate, sud the pri- 
soner, therefore, stands committed. 

This decision was received by some of those present wilh evident 
astonishment, but Muller himself, whose demeanour throughout 
was more that of a spectator than a criminal, was not in the least 
mo 

The prisoner was then handed oyer to the custody of the British

THE Naw MARSHAL or France —General Bassine, who has 
just been appointed to the dignity of a marshal of France, comes 
from a military family, whose fame he has done much to mointair. 
His early lessons in the art of war were obtained in Africa, where 
he gained the Oross of Honour on the field of battle. In 1887 he 
was detaohed, and served with tbe foreign legion, but afterwards 
returned to Africs, where he received the rank of captain, and saw 
further service In 1848 ho was promoted to the rank of líentenent- 
colonel; in 1850 he was placed as 4 the head of the foreign legion, 
and at the commencement of the wer in the Crimea he was chosen 
to command the brigace of infantry formed of this corps. Durin 
the siege of Sebastopol the bulletins of Generals Caprobert an 
Pelissier more than once rendered testimony to his bravery and hig 
skill in organization. After the retreat of the Russians he was ep- 
pointed governor of the place, and in September, 1855, wag 
moted to be general of division. In October following he was

<inburo. His services in the Crimea were, of course, aoon after- 
wards ended; but, on his return to France, high commands were 
vonferred on him. He is commander of the Legion of Honour. 
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DOUBLE EXECUTION AT LEEDS. 


ON Satarday morning, at nice o'clock, Joseph Myers and James 
Bargisson were executed at Armley Gio', L:ede. Myers killed his 
wife, Nancy, a: Sheffield, on the 10th of June by ontting her 
throat with a table-kmfo, tho principal witness against bim being 
his own daughter. Sargisson murdered a mau nawed Uooper, near 
Rotherbam, on the 9.h ult. Toe watch ani property of Cooper, 
the murdered man, were found ia the cottage of Bargisson, who 
endeavoorcd, while admitting baving witnessed the murder, to fix 
the actual commission of the deed on another man who had alao 
been ludioted, but tbe grand jury ignored tbe biil agsinst him. 

With respect to Sargisson, bo maintaiued that he was not the 
murderer of Cooper. Of Denton be said, after being urged, “ If 1 
could say arythiug that cou'd free him from suspicion 1 woaid ; 
bpt he is guilty. He struck the blow.” No hope of pardon or 
respito bad ben held out to either of the condemned men by any 
of the officials of the gaol, or by tbe relatives and others with 
whom th:y had interosurse, Lor bad they themselves ever sug- 
gested the possibility of their receiving auy commutation of their 
&ebteuce.

SHVOKING SUENE AFTER THE EXECUTION. 
[From the Sheffield Independent | 


We have learned from 8 sure source that a most sbocking scene 
ocourred immediately after the dicp fell We bave stated that a 
short time provious to the execution stiention was directed to the 
wound in Myere's throat, and one of tho warders placed a small 
plaster upon it, Unfortunately this was not sufficient. A few days 
before the execution Myers aliuded to the state of his throat, and 
said that if the executioner did noi give him " another yard” of fall 
he should not die, for he could breaths through the wound. He 
showed to the person he addressed that he could actually respire 
tbrough the wound. The wound was in the middle of the throat, 
and the rope would necessarily come above it, so that there was 
imminent danger of a horrible soene o: Lon the place was securely 
plastered over. The event shoved that proper means bad not been 
taken to obviate this danger. The fall did not dislocate his neck, 
because of his weight, but it was sufficien'ly violent to tear open 
the wound, and a dreadfal sc-ne ensued Afer one or two moye- 
ments Myers ocased apparently to suuggle, aud the attention of 
the executioner was directed to Sargisson, who struggled violently, 
and seemed to die very hard. Bui after a minute had elapsed it 
was seen that Myers was still alive, and that brea was going 
on through the wound in the throat below the rope! Who dreadful 
occurrence caused an overpowering feeling of horror, but after a 
consultation with the surgeon, steps were taken whieh regnited ia 
the eventual fulfiluent of the sentence; but this was met accom- 
plished until more than twenty minutes had expired after the drop 
fell! Whether sensibility remaiped tp the body during the whole 
of that time, it is impossible for us to say. however, it is 
that the culprit breathed for that time, and that the hoaraa sound of 
the air rusbiog into the lungs was dhetinotiy audible. Most fortu- 
date it was that the soreen la front of the drop completely coz- 
cealed the bodies from the sight of the enormoua crowd. We 
shudder to think of what the consequences might have been if the 
populace bad seen what took place behind the screen.

GALLANT RESCUE OF THE CREW AND PASSENGERS. 
We bave to report the total loss of the barque 
Devereux, an event which occurred on last Monday 
week, off this part of the Irish coast. The ill-fated 
ship, which belonged to London, and which was on 
a voyage from Quebec to Btrangford Lougb, hod 
experienced very rough weather in crossing the 
Atlantic. She left Quebec on the 16th of July, and 
on last Wednesday week was about sixty wiles 
from Troy Island, on the oosst of Donegsl. Un 
that day the gale raged furiously, and s succession 
of heavy seas washed over the ship, carrying &way 
most of her deck load and filling her with water. 
Fortunately, the Devereux was timber-laden, end 
could not sink, else, no doubt, the ve ssel would bave 
foundered.

‘THE Russian fleet has just been strengthened by the addition of 
a magnificent iron-olad frigate, called tbe Sevastopol, which was 
launched in the Oronetadt docks on the 24th ult. The Sevastopol 
is stated to be one of the largest and most formidable of armed 
vessels yet constructed in Europe. She nearly equals the Black 
Prince and Warrior in her dimensions, and far exceeds those of the 
Gloire and Normandie. 

THE Mosirox AND THE ToRPEDO.—Some of the survivors of the 
Federal monitor Tecumseh supply the New York papers with the 
following scoount of the blowing up of the vessel by a Confederate 
torpedo in Mobile Harbour :—“* On the morning of the 4th of 
Avgust the siguel was made hy the flagship Hartford to the whole 
fleet to advance on the rebel Fort Morgen, the monitor Tecumseh 
taking the lead. We fired two shells at the fort when we were a 
milecff. The guns were then reloaded with solid 15-inch shot, 
with a charge of 45lb. ot powder. We did not fire more than the 
two shelle at the fort, but were reserving our next broadside for the 
rebel ram Tennessee. When about abreast of Fort Morgan the 
order was giveu to go ahead at foll speed. Our gallant oaptain's

Tue contes; for the American presidency, so far es we understand 
the latest accounis, is narrowed to a duel between Lincoln and 
M'Clellan, and certainly never since the days of ancient Rome has 
a question more important been submitted to popular decision. If 
Mr. Lincola should be re-elected for a second term of four years 
he will have received from his countrymen an indemnity for his 
past acts, and a commission to administer tho Government in the 
same spirit as heretofore. The election of Mr. Lincoln wou!d be 
a solemn decision on the part of the American people that war 
must be continued until one or other of the belligerent parties 
be destroyed. Ii would banish all hopé of peace from the minds 
ef men, and give them over to the unchecked dominion of those 
furious passions Whish the bloody stendë that have been enacted 
during the laat four yete ere only too well esleulated to 
excite. It le easy to avo the probable result if Mr. 
Lincoln succeed in his éleelion; bat D le by no means 
so easy to wee what we are të expect from that Which 
since the Ohlesgo Convention certainly appears more likely 
—the defeat of Mr. Linéeolà and the election ei General 
M'Olellan, Më Linoola hat in a number of bpeedhes, pro- 
clemationë, amd letter given his views very decidedly on the 
leading politfeal topics ef the day.

THE waggon superseded the pack-horze, the coach to a great 
extent superseded the waggor, the railway bas eclipsed them 
all; and ia it possible that something shall outshine the railway? 
Will the steam horse and the accompanying train ever ba looked 
upon as antiqua'ed aud obsolete, like long-bows, matoblocks, end 
three-deckera? ‘The realization of such an idea seems im possible. 
But who thought of steam ships in the days of Nelson, and where 
was the electric telegraph forty years ago? Locomotives may 
indeed go down to the last days, for all we know; but science is a 
progressive thing, and the scene perpetually changes as the years 
roll on. Railwsys are supreme just now, as stage coaches once 
were. Opposition has been threatened in the shape of balloons; 
but the railway sbare market is insensible to the danger. Perhaps 
the railway in some form or other will be a perpetual institution. 
It is more easy to conceive this to be the case than the contrary. 
We can understand that the art of printing may be modified; bat 
we can scarcely apprehend it possible for some new discovery— 
some hiiherto unheard-of invention—to arise and confound the 
printer's-devil by entirely sweeping away the art to which he is 
apprenticed. Bo with the railw-y—it may be modified, yet re- 
main. Eome signs of this already appears. Our engineers 
have of late been applying the principle of the popgun 
and the air-pump to the transit of certain mail-bags, 
placed in a suitable carriage on the rails of a tabular 
subterranean railway. More recently the ingenious individuals 
connected with the Pneumatic Dispatch Company have become am- 
bitious of conveying passengers in like manner. One or two ad- 
venturous beings have even allowed themselves to be shot through 
the Post-office tube; bat at the present time it is quite possible to 
test the atmospheric system in a more agreeable and formal manner. 
Mr. Rammell, the inventor of the pneamatic dispatch scheme, has 
applied his principle to the proplusion of & full-sized passenger car- 
risge in a tunnel constructed for the purpose in the grounds of the 
Orystal Palace Company. Steam power, exercised by s fixed en- 
gine, exhausts the air or forces it into a tube, as may be requisite, 
and the carriage—attached to a proper disc and travelling within the 
tube—is either sucked or blown along, accordingly as it goes one 
way or the other. Seemingly a very moderate power is sufficient 
for this purpose, and so far as the mechanical practicability is oon- 
cerned Mr. Rammell’s plan seems to be a great improvement on 
that which was tried some yearsago by Messrs. Olegg and Samuda, 
on the London and Oroydon Railway. Propulsion of this kind is 
now sotually accomplished, steep gradients have been surmounted, 
sharp carves havo been traversed, and curious visitors have per- 
sonally tested this novel mode of travelling.

The letter then proceeds to desoribe the departure of the royal 
travellers from E sinore :— 

“ Fredensborg Uestle, ths destination to which the cortege rapidly 
made it; wav, aud reached about sa hour after leaving Elsinore, 
takes its name—the Castle of Peace—from the settlement putting 
an end to the war with S *eden, which was concluded in 1720 — 1n 
the edifice dating from about that period and ereoted in the reign 
of Frederiox IV. there ia little externally to strike the eye.

The grand court-yard is enclosed witbia semicircular 
ranges of building, forming wings to the body of tho palace, and 
many of these apartments sre said to ba assigned as marke of royal 
favour either to persons who have merited well of tho Btate, or to 
families belonging to the higher classes of vodiety whose pecuniary 
clrowmatances rendir a dwolling free of expense a welome boun 
‘The central portion of the palace rises two stories above 
a lofty terraes overlooking the courtyard, and the upper 
portion ef the building is orownei by & dome-shaved 
roof. The frontage, however, ia flat and unornamental, 
and the great door of entrance is as huge and es bald as some oi 
those still to be seen in religious edifices of the period when 
'Ohutchwarden's Gothio' reigned supreme. ‘The attractions of 
the palace consist partly of a large collection of pictures, but 
mainly ia the views obtained from ite groands over the lovely 
Eom Lake, and the ne, which aro of great extent and 
beautifully laid out Im the great entrance-hall, of atriking pro 
portions, and desorated with paintings in honour of the peace 
whieh is assoolated with the foundation of the castle, a guard of 
honour of the Royal Horse Guards, dismounted, was drawn up 
This body, which is of as good average stature as the British 
heavy cavalry, has in the distance, end more especially with the 
sunlight playing upon their uniform, the sspeot of being 
clothed im brews. Both helmets and onirasscë are of that 
colour, if mot of thet material, and the canary-cotoured tunio 
and buekehins look like a oobtinustlon of the armour. The 
officer in command of the corps wore over his uniform a scarlet 
end silver sta? of Denmark, covering the entire of his cuirass 
Probably the most remarkable feature, however, in the array drawn 
up to receive the Prince and Princess cf England was the staff of 
running footmen belonging to the King of Denmark. These wear,

Notwithstanding the storm and auf, two of the persona on board 
resolved to make an attempt to save the drowning man, and for that 
purpose immediately launched the packet's small boat, and were 
bravely rowing to the spot, when a sudden sea struck the skif, 
and, melancholy to relate, the tw> brave men fell victims to thei 
courage and perished with the other. Ove of the two was a pro- 
misivg young gentleman, eon of the Rev. Mr. Ingram, minister of 
the island of Kday, and was, we believe, a medical studen The 
other was the son of the skipper of the packet, who had to witness 
the sad sight of his son perishing within a few feet him. The 
peculiar circumstances of this trying dase have awakened the 
deepest symyathy for Mr. Ingram the other sufferers by the 
eslamity.— Northern Ensign. 

BnHockrsG Case or CHILD MURDER.—A brutal and shocking 
osse of child murder, the perpetrator of which is now in custody, 
came to light in Nottingham on Saturday evening About four 
o'olvek that afternoon, two boya, who were gathering Llackberries 
on Mapperiey- hili. discovered in a fald nesr Wood-lane the dead body 
of a child quite warm. A police-cfficer was sent for, and found 
that the child had been strangled, some Worsted work being found 
tied round its neck A piecos of shirting, marked N. U. W., the 
initiale of Nottingham Union Workhoose, was also found wrapped 
round the child. Inquiries were made at the workhouse, and it 
was learned thet a young womag nemed Elizabeth Wragg had left 
that establishment the same afternoon with an illegiti nate child. 
The police visited the girl's house in Sberwood-strect, and were 
told b her mother that she was not së home. They concealed 
themselves in a yard adjoining the house, and soon after tbe girl 
came out Bhe was charged with the offence, to which she made 
no reply. She was then taken to the police-station. The obild 
waa & fortnight old, and its name was Arihor. The mother is 
nineteen years of age, and a warehoneo girl. 

DARISG ATTEMPr TO Escape FROM THE GaoL.—It will be in 
the recollection of meny of our readers wat, om the 20th ult., a 
fellow, who gave the mame of John Thomas Gibbs, was commitied 
for trial at ensuing quarter sessions on a charge of having 
stolen a gold wetch and part of a gold chain from the person of Mr. 
Thomas Holmes, near the Great Northern Railway Station, en 
Tuesday, the 9ih of August (the Brat day of Huntingdon races.) 
On Baturday evening last, Gibbs was put ta the prison yard to 
pump some water for the use of the prison, and Mr Higgtus, the 
governor, left bim in the yard alone for a few minutes while ho went 
to place in safety for the night the articles thet had bren iu tye 
the prisoner during the day. ‘Jn the governors return he, to hie 
great surprise, found that Gibbs was non est, and a atriot search 
was immediately made for him, but to no purpose The governor 
thereupon proceeded without delay to give information to the police 
of the supposed esospe of the prisuner, and prompt steps were taken, 
to render his esptwúe as much matter of certainty të possible Dar- 
ing the abeence of Mr Hizgivs, his wife, the tmatrop, heard a noise 
bear one of the chimneys, sud shortly after wie alarmed by the fall 
of several brieke from the too of ap adjoining wall. A further 
search was immediately instituted, bus this was xlso unsuccesefal, 
avd although the goverpor aud officials now felt satisfied that tho 
msn was within the precincts cf the gaul they could get no clus to 
hie whereaboute, until in his anxiety të keep out of sight he placed 
one of his feet upon a shylight His capture was thes only tho 
work of & few minutes, and precatitions were at once taken to pre- 
vent any further attempt st escape. It seenie that she moment Mr. 
Higgins had left the yard he climbed a chimney rpaning up outaida 
the prison, and had barely got on the roof when he was missed. 
Doriog the firat search, about seven p.m, he lay behind this 
chimney; where he could see = one going out«r coming into 
the gaol, and consequently when Mr. Higgins went to the police- 
station, he (Gibbs) came down into the yard, no doubt intending to 
soslo two intermediate walls, cach 9it. high, with several courses of 
luose bfichs on the top; then get on the oourt-house, evidently 
fanoying he would thus be nearly as liberty; bat on trying to scale 
the first wall he alarmed Mre Higgins, and had again to climb the 
chimney, and when they search: d for him on one side bo was ou 
the other, aud it was in his buriy to play this game at “hide and 
seek” that he broke the skylight and was caught. His nal cap- 
ture took place about midnight. The prisoner Was taken before 
the Rev. W. Strong, the Rav. W. Cape, C. J. Strong, Esq, and 
Thomas Life, Esq , on Tuesday. aud was sentenced to three weeks’ 
eolitary oonfinement.— Stamford Mercury.

Ox Wednesday right, tbe 7th, about 
eleven o'clock, a most dreadful explo- 
sion took place at Begbill Colliery, 
about eight miles from Shields. At the 
time it ccourred the night shift men 
were in, and in & moment seven men 
were swept into eternity. Beghill is a 
pit with extensive workings, and that 

rt of the mine where it fired is 
Cows as the Far California bank ; the 
howers were then working at the 
“broken.” The explosion took place 
in the bewers' boards, probably at a 
naked light, bat that is matter of con- 
jecture. It came tearing down the 
main rolley way, but spent itself some- 
what at the way ends; and though the 
noise of it was heard in all the other 
parts of the pit, none of the winers in 
any other part of the pit were burt, 
except those in Far alifornia, and 
they essapod to bank in safety. ot 
course as soon as it was known at 
bank that the pit had fired, the news 
fled about the village like “ wild fire," 
and hundrede of persons flocked to the 
benk Mr. Kettering, the head viewer, 
and Mr. Sanderson, the under viewer, 
were sent for, and the most desperate 
exertions were made to reach the men 
and lads buried in the far workings of 
California. But it was found that the 
pit was very foul, and that the rolley 
wey was choked up with falls from 


roof. 

Some further particulars of the ter- 
rible exploaion in the Segbill Colliery, 
Northumberland, by which seven lives 
were gacrified, have been obteinod from 

ome of the rescued mer. It sppears 
that the place where the explosion 
took place is known ss the “old flat,” 
beyo. the“ Oalifornion wey." The 
men v ho were in there were killed; 
but th eleven men and lada who were 
subsegn ntly rescued alive were some 
distano from the scene of tho explo- 
sion, an' are suffering from the effects 
of “gtyth ' oz choks- Temp. One of the 
men afate: " The pit cutter lad came 
baok, and said, ‘Rutherford, she's 
fired. We came directly towsrds the 
shaft as fast as we could. We got 
behind the door in the cross cut in tue 
Californian way which leads towards 
th» Barradon workings. We got be- 
hind the door when we met the 
*stythe' Me and Wedderburn put 
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some small coal and clay in to stop 
the stytbe coming in through the door, 
and I believe this ssved all our lives. 
Abcut thirty yarde of the door we met 
a little return air, which supported us 
all the time we were in. I did not be- 
come insensible until about ! alf- past 
eight o'clook, nine houre and a-half 
after the explosion.” The working 
parties during Thursday morning la- 
boured with great energy to reach the 
men; but some houre elapsed before 
the ventilation was restored. Ja a 
stable in the Californian way eighteen 
ies were destroyed by the exp! n. 

he ponies in a stable nearer the shaft 
were —: A fortnight ago Mr. 
T. E. Foster and Mr. John Taylor, the 
well-known mining engineers, in- 
speoted the mine, and everything they 
examined was to their satisfaction, 
both as regards the ventilation and the 
general arrangements of the workings ;

THE INQUEST.

Mr. M. Dana, inspector 
of coal mines, was present.

Bho was put into the police-cell, acd when I uniooked itshortly efterwarda to 
bring ber to this court she was lying on one of the forms, black in the face 
from the tightoess with which a piece of tape was fastened round her 
tbroa'.

A SHIP CAPTAIN PUT IN IRONS BY HIS OREW. 
“u We learn,” says the Dundse Advertiser, “ from the Commercial 
Gazette, a vapor published et Port Louis, on the ist and 2ad of 
August lest, Oaptain William Donsldson, of the British shi 
Jeannie Douglas—s gentleman well known in this neighbourh 
—brought en action sgainst hie chief mate and fourteen of his 
orew, for having, on the 15th July, 1864, on the high seas, wilfully 
and maliciously assaulted him and put him in frons, and for harieg 
farther wilfully and malioiously kept him in irons and confin 
in his cabin till the 27th of the same month, when, on the arrival of 
the ship at Port Louie, he was released by order of the magistrates. 
The prisoners did not deny the charge, bat pleaded in defence that 
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they were justifled in resorting to extreme measures for the safety 
of the ship and the preservation of their own lives; that the 
master's behaviour on board was such as t^ inspire them with the 
most serious fear; that he used to walk about the deck armed witb; 
pistols, firing at random, and acting like a man out of his mind 
repeatedly threatening to blow the ship up, and blow tho chief 
mate's brains out. It appeared from the evidence of Captain 
Donaldeon that on the 12th of July the boatswain complained 
to him that a sailor, named Loft, had etruck him on the head with 
a mallet, whereupon the captain ordered the mate to bring Loft aft 
and put him in irons. This he neglected to do, and when remonstrated 
with for refusing to perform his duty, he said to the captain, ‘I am not 
going to do your dirty work; if you want him, mske him come 
ourself.’ The captain then discovered that the chief mate was 
raternising with the crew, and that they vere in a state of mutivy. 
After dark he armed himself with a revolver and a dagger, and 
went on deck, determined to enforce obedience, but failed to obtain 
assistance from any of the crew. He then intimated that as the 
ship was in a state of mutiny, he should be justified in shooting

any one who dared to disobey him. Rome other instano $ of in- 
subordination occurred, and on the 15th of Jaly the captain was 
seized and put in irons—an act of violer ce in which the chief mete 
had a leading hand. Theceptain was then locked in bis own cabin, 
and the ohíef mate steered for Port Louis. The crew, baving re- 
fused to open the cabin doors in order to let in fresh air, the captain 
was obliged to blow it open with three quarters of a pound of gun- 
powder, whioh he had in his cabin. In the course o eross-exami- 
nation it came out that the crew had been shipped at Bhields—that 
they had, with only one exceplion, come on board the worse for 
liquor—that they asked for grog, which was refused—and that one 
of them esid to the captain, * It's a long way to Shanghae; we'll let 
you know what we ere before getting there.’ The crew offered no 
evidence in defence, and the judge, who remarked that from the 
nature of the case, Captain Donaldson would have been justified ín 
preferring against them a charge of conspiracy, mutiny, and revolt, 
instead of assault, sentenced the chief mate (Thomas Boddmoth) to 
twelve weeks, and the other prisoners to six weeks’ imprisonment 
with hard labour and coste."

“A grievous esoorreres took place in the afternoon. Captain 
Fulton, of the Mpgineers, while reconnoitring from a battery in 
M'Gubhins'g post, was killed dead’ by a round shot, which struck 
him on the head. He hed conducted all the engineering operations 
of the siega for a considerable time previous to the of his 
chief (Mejor Anderson), He was a highly gifted, cool, brave, and 
chivalrous offiaer, fertile in resources, end a favourite with both 
oflicers and men. His logs wee acutely felt." 

At first sight, to the non-military reader, this death may not 
appear any the more important than that of any other basd-work'ng 
official in garrison. But when it js remembered that the enemy 
sought to overpower us by engineoring tactice—by mining, in a 
word—it can readily be uuderstaed that the safety of the place 
depended upon tbe engineers.

NEGRO SLAUGHTER IN AMERICA. 


"Tux correspondent of the Times at the Confe- 
derate head-quarters thus describes the slaughter 
of negroes at Grant's assanlt on Petersburg :— 

“ It is stated that the Federal negro tr , as 
they were carried into the Confederate works by 
the dense mass of white associates which en- 
vironed them, shouted fiercely, ‘No quarter! 
t Remember Fort Pillow!’ and other similar bsttle- 
cries. In & community like this, where negro 
nature is well known and understood, it is strange 
that such a tale should have obtained a moment's 
credence. 1 do not believe that such terrified 
wretches were ever lured onward to destruction 
as the miserable negroes who are starved into the 
Federal ranks, end who are still believed by many 
excellent Fe in England likely to gain a 
liberty wi they can neither improve nor 
understand, as a blessed legacy derived from all 
the bloodshed and misery of this war. To con- 
ceive that the negro could cherish such vindio- 
tivoneas as to ‘remember Fort Pillow, is to 
assume that he the oou: and shares 
the emotions of the Anglo-Saxon. 1 will not say 
more at this momont than that it is impossible 
for those who have watohed this American war 
olosely from the beginning to come to any other 
oopolasion than that it will in the end reveal the 
hollowness and insinoerity of Northern negro 
philanthropy by exhibiting to the world what 
meaner soldiers Mra. Stowe and her co- 
adjutores have made out of the Africans; and, 
S*condly, by exhibiting what must be the nature 
of the certet against which neither pa perro 
nor oj unity, nor temptation, nor cupidity, 
nor qe and a balt pai of war's distarbidg 
infaences, have sufficed to make 4,000,000 of 
slaves attempt to rebel. It is hardly necessary 
to state that the ‘no quarter’ of the Federal 
negro was inaudible to the  QOonfoderaie 
officers who stood nearest to them. The explo- 
sion of the mine took place before five o'clock 
in the morning, and within a quarter of an bour 
of ita coourrence, the salieut was cecapied by from 
12,000 to 15,000 Federal troops. But from that

Oon: | abonat two o'eloek, General Grant 
found himself unable to reinforce his troops. Suck 
was the fire of the Confederate artillery iceuing 
from the lines to the captured salient, 
that it swept away every formation of men which 
emerged from the Federal earthworks. ‘The body 
of Federals, had they been suffered to remain un- 
til night, would, undoubtedly, have been largely 
reinforced above ground or below by the follow- 
ing morning. Bat at about two o'clock, General 
Lee, afier one unsuccessful attack upon the 
aggressors about noon, ordered Gereral Mahone 
to make short work with them. There are few 
names more deserving of European notice than 
that of Mahone. He is, as an executive officer, 
conspicuously the hero of the campaign in Vir- 
ginis of 1864. Advancing along the line of earth- 
works which led up to the Federal right, Mahone 
flung a brigade of Alsbamians upon them, and 
the struggle was almost instantly atan end. At 
the first onset of the Confederates, many of the 
panio-siricken negroes (who numbered 2.200 in 
all) orowded into the empty crater of the mine, 
and cowered down in abject terror. As the Con- 
federate soldiers, infuriated by the s of bat- 
tle, aud maddened by being, for the first time in 
their Nee enët hand to band with negroes, 
forced way up to the y hole, into which 
wounded, dead, sud shrinking men hed together 
been thrust, a scene engued w bafiles desorip- 
tion. Confederate officers who have witnessed 
this war frm the commencement, and who 
have acen ‘on horror's head horrors accumulate,’ 
tell me thet their eyes have reeted on no such other 
scone. Here and there, a few white Fedorals, 
who did mit share the panic of their black 
associates, kept Griss from the edge of the 

while volley after volley was poured 
by the Confederates into the writhing, quivering 
conglomeration of black and white humanity 
which struggled and died in this hole of horror.

SINGULAR SCENE IN A LONDON 
CHUROH. 


Aw announcement that “Brother Ignatius,” a 
young clergyman of the Churoh of England, 
whose efforts to establish a Beuediotine monastery 
in the east of Evgland have met with some suo- 
0059, and whose proceedings at Olaydon and Nor- 
wich have recently excited considerable attention, 
was to preach in the district parish cburoh of St. 
Mary Magdaloue, Munste:-sqnare, naturally drew 
an overwhelming congregation on Sunday morn- 
ing. When the bell whioh proolaims the morn- 
ing servica had ceased, the first part of a singular 
scene presented itself. About twenty snrpliosd 
choristers entered and took their place in the 
chancel. They were followed by two priests 
wearing green stoles, but no university hoods 
Then came the Rev. Mr. Stuart, the incumbent, 
habited in the cope, or full eucharistic vestment. 
The copo was richly embroidered, the ornamenta- 
ticn at the back forming a splendid rich yellow 


embroidered oroes, extending from his shoulders 

nearly to his heele. Prior to the entrance of the | 
procession, two huge candles, between which was 
a large gilt cross, on the alter were lighted. 
Ia the first place Mr. Stuart incensed the 
altar. A boy, surpliced and kneeling, presented 
what is called a “boat,” made apparentiy 
of silver, containing the incense; then the 
thurible, or censer, ia whioh the incense wag 
burned, and in whioh it was fomed. This thuri- 
ble, which was provided with Log chasing, Mr. 
Btuert took from the “thurifer,” or attendent, and 
awuug it in the air, tho result of which opera- 
tion was that in a very few moments the priests 
and others who were oflicisting at the altar be- 
came enveloped in a dense white cloud, through 
whioh the eyes of the oongregation could mot 
pierce.

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MYSTERIOUS DEATH ON THE METRO- 
POLITAN RAILWAY. 


Ur to Monday evening the body of & young 
woman who was killed at the Portiand-r Bta- 
tion of the Metropolitan Kailway on Saturday 
night remained unrecognised, the matter is 
still surrounded with mystery, from the unac- 
countable disappearance of the man who aecom- 
pus her to the railway platform. The body 
s said to be that of a fine-looi yonng woman 
of eighteen or twenty. The dress of the deceased 
msy afford some oluà to the identity of the body. 
It is half-mourming throughout, with a black 
shawl of light material, & black straw bonnet, 
fashionably male, and with a simple flower or 
two in front. The hair, which is of dark brown 
and luxariant, is carefully plaited behind. The 
deceased wore a wedding ring. Nothing was 
found upen the body to lead to its identity. The 
right arm and leg are shockingly orushed, and 
both are almost literally tern from the rest of the 
body. The foatures, notwithstanding, were quite 
placid, and might be recognisable by a person to 
whom the deceased was kuown in life. Is ap- 
pears that about tea or twelve minutes past twelve 
o'clock on Saturday night the deceased and the 
man who accompanied ber nted themselves 
at the Pordend-road Biation, and took two 
third-class tickets for the Edgware-roa? Biation 
The next, and indeed the last, train going 
in that direction for the night was due at the 
Portlasd-road Station at a quarter-past twelve. 
Ordinarily there are two porters on duly on each 
side of the platform there, but on daturday 
evening one was absent from indisposition 
as it happened, and the platform at which the 
deoeased and the man would have entered the 
train was in charge of a porter named Clarke 
Oddly enough, Clarke appears to have left that 
side of the station just before the 12 15 train ar- 
rived, aud to have crossed over to the opposite 
side to assist in attendiug to a train going in the 
opposite or City direction on its stoppiug there, 
where there was a porter already. To do that he 
bad to ascend a flight of stairs and cross the line 
by a covered way. At the top of the atairs he 
met the man and women leaving the tioket- 
counter. He asked where they were phe and 
on the man replying “ Edgeware-road,” ho ssid 
they must ba quick, as this was the last train. 
“Come on, Kate,” said the man, “ this is the 
last train;" and they ran down the stairs to- 
gether. During this brief parley with the porter 
the train had arrived, and before they reached the 
platform the guard had signalled it to start again, 
and had stepped into his break-vau. According 
to his account the man and woman made a rush 
at the departivg train in spite of hia entreaties to 
them to keep off, aud he was powerless to prevent 
them. He ssw no more of them, aud the train sped 
on its way, without stopping, until it reached the 
next station. After it hed gone Jlarke, the porter, 
ia returning to the side of the station which he 
had loft, as described, fonnd the decemed lyivg on 
the dowa line. Oa raising her up she groaned 
once or twice, but never spoke. He got assistance, 
and a surgeon who bad been brought pi oaounced 
her to be dead. To the surprise of all concerned, 
the man who hed accompaniod her on to tbe plat- 
form was nowhere to be seen. A few passengers 
by the train had alighted at the Portland-road 
Station, but he could asarocly havo left the stajion 
with them, as on leaving ho would have been 
asked to show his tiozet, which being one that 
hed just been isgued there, would probably have 
excited suspicion. Nor could he bayo left by the 
stairs by whioh he entered, for by that time the 
door at the top, leading iuto the open etreet, had 
been barred for the night. As the man and woman 
passed downstairs to the platform the t:cket-clerk 
had noticed them rather more than ordinarily, for 
the man joked him as he took the tickets from the 
counter. The clerk describes bim to be & short 
man, about forty or fifty years of age, wearing a 
white wide-awake hat and  loose-fiusing jacket cf 
shepherd's plaid, with outside pockets, end he thinks 
he would know him again. The woman appeared 
about twenty years of age. She went down the 
stairs first, leaving the man talking with the olerk 
He never saw thea ayala. It so happeosd that, 
just before the men and woman presented them- 
selves at the window, the clerk had exhgusted 
bis stock of tickets for the Edgware Btation for 
the day, and bad to break open a fresh batch in 
order to give tbem two. Prom that sircumatange 
he was enabled to identify the numbers of the 
two thay took, end, strange to say, one of the two 
was returned with others from tha Edgware 
Station on Sanday morning as having been given 
up there on the previous night.
